ON  COLONIAL  NOTES 


By  and  large,  the  condition  of  paper  money  cannot  be  judged  by  the  same 
standards  as  are  applied  to  coins,  and  this  is  particularly  true  with  the  early 
American  issues  herein  offered.  There  are  many  reasons  for  this. 

First,  paper  had  no  intrinsic  value  as  metal  does  and  people  were  not  as 
likely  to  preserve  it.  It  was  customary  during  Revolutionary  times  to  fold  the 
notes  in  half,  treatment  which  did  no  good  for  the  brittle  paper  on  which 
they  were  printed.  Tearing  a  note  for  use  as  “change”  was  also  a  common 
practice.  But  the  biggest  factor  was  that  generally  there  was  no  provision  for 
replacement  of  worn  out  notes,  and  since  they  had  little  value  at  any  rate,  they 
tended  to  remain  in  circulation  until  some  were  virtually  unrecognizable.  Sewn, 
pinned,  or  backed  notes  (mended  with  whatever  paper  was  handy,  newspapers, 
letters,  books  etc.)  are  the  rule,  rather  than  the  exception.  Uncirculated  notes 
are  usually  remainders,  and,  for  many  issues,  are  unknown.  After  redemption, 
most  notes  were  burned,  but  later  issues  were  cancelled  by  slashing  or  holing. 
Once  common,  these  notes  have  become  more  and  more  popular  as  we  approach 
the  Bi-Centennial,  and  large  offerings  such  as  follows,  are  almost  unheard  of 
these  days. 


CONTINENTAL  CURRENCY 


Issued  by  Resolution  of  the  Continental  Congress  to  pay  the  expenses  of 
the  Revolution,  to  be  redeemed  by  taxes  levied  by  each  of  the  Thirteen  Colonies. 
This  is  America’s  first  Federal  money.
